that it was no mere collision for the 
Confederates, If there at all, would be- 
ta force.

At the same 
time he saw that the Confederate flank

Znormnu Gold Production. 


TtM lucnue In the produotlou of gold 


baa been nothing !«• tbau uiarvtlou*. 
ID 1878 th« world'* itock of gold wai 
estimated at |l,20e,800,pOO. Ou January 
1,1906, the world'! itock of gold wan 
Mtimatixl at tfi,882,600,000. Here U a 
gaiu of (4,000,000,000 iu thlity yean. 
Tu« Wall Street Journal a few day« 
ago publUbed etatUtlct showing that 
tbcgold production since the year 1800 
bad amounted to $8,903,400,000. In all 
the preceding years since the discovery 
of America by Columbus, the total pro- 
duction was $2,456,800,000. More gold 
ban been produced since 1891 than In 
the three centuries preceding 1800. 
Of 


the total productlou of gold siuce the 
diicovery of America, nearly one-half 
of It bM been mined In the Jftet thirty 
years, aud of this amount 30 per cent, 
wae produced by the United States. 


But, wbile the enormous productlou 


of gold may well amaze us.the problem 
of ite distribution puzzles us. 
Where 


has all the gold goue to that has been 
produced eiuce the Lydiaus began io 
coiu money? The world's production 
of gold since 1873 account* for all except 
about $800,000,000 of the present stock 
of gold in the world, and the produc- 
tion from 1860 to 1872 was more than 
double 11800,000,000. Where,theu,hasall 
the gold goue to that was mined before 
1860? Apparently there Is no trace of it 
auywhere, unless It be found in the 
art objects in which gold Is used. 


The amount of gold that goes into the 


arts aud sciences varies each year, aud 
its amount is by no means easy to de- 
termine. The director of the mint esti- 
mates that in 1902 the industrial cou- 
eumption of gold amounted to $75,764,- 
400. 
The total production of gold in 


that year was about ?a»,0(»,000, BO 
that the use of gold Iu the arts and in- 
dustries amounted to u little over i5 jwr 
cent, of the atnouut mined. Acceptiug 
this percentage as a basis for calcula- 
tion, it would appear that of the total 
production of gold from 1492 to 1903, 
amounting to ?10,985,181,000, the pro- 
portion that went into the arts and in- 
dustries was $2,746,295,250. This leaves 
a balance of ^,238,885,750, which 
should appear, it would seem, iu the 
recordsof the world's Block of gold. 
But, as a matter of fact, the total »t««k 
of gold In the world ou the 1st of Janu- 
ary, 1903, was, an has been stated, 15,- 
382',600,000. ThiB leaves $2,856,285,750; 
of which there appears to be no trace. 


Has this vast -wealth been lost iu the 


past four ceuturiee, or is any large pro- 
portion of It still in existence, a hidden 
reserve upon which drains may be 
made in times of special demand? Va- 
rious answers, it is evident, might be 
made to such an Inquiry. Professor J. 
Laurence Laughlin, of Chicago, last 
year hazarded a guess as to the disap- 
pearance of this large sum of gold, 
which be estimated in 1901 ae amount- 
ing to $1,500,000,000, but which, on the 
basis of the estimate which we have 
made for 1903, should be more than 
$2,800,000,000. Professor Laugbllu sug- 
gests that this immense sum Is largely 
held iu reserve "by great financial 
houses iu Europe, and by many other 
private bankers, the character of whose 
busiuesadoes not require them to make 
public reports of their specie hold- 
ings." 


If Professor Laughlin's guess is cor- 


rect, this Is a fact of enormous impor- 
tance. One thing is certain, that the 
amount of gold in the world must be 
very much larger than the estimates 
made by the Director of the Mint, show. 
In view of the immense needs of the 
various governments of the earth dur- 
lug the next few yeare, aud of the ef- 
forts that are being put forth to put 
China and Mexico ou the gold basis, 
the probability that there is more gold 
iu reserve thau appears iu the records 
should inspire increased confidence.

CLARK'S SPEECH 


'Chairman Says Chief Trust Mag- 


nates Sent Knox to Senate 
St. Louis, July 8.—The Democratic 


national convention adopted the report

HINTS FOR FARMERS 


Wamh the hide In warm water, re- 


move all fleshy matter from the Inner 
surface and loose dirt from the hair 
sldfe Now wash In strong, rather warm 
soapsuds. The old time soft soap made 
from wood ashes Is best. 
Either 


rub by hand or gently on a washboard. 
iti soon aa thoroughly cleaned and 
rinsed preai as much of the water out 
us posiilble. Add the following mix- 
ture to the flesh side: Common salt and 
ground alum, one-fourth ounce each, 
and one-half ounce of borax dissolved 
In one quart of hot water. When suf- 
ticlcntly ceol to work with the hand, 
add enough rye meal to make a thick 
paste. Spread the mixture on the flesh 
side, fold aud let It remain In a shady, 
airy place for two weeks and remove 
the paste and wash. When nearly dry, 
acrape the flesh side thoroughly with a 
dull knife. 
Hub with the hands until 


the skin Is soft and pliable.

It has been 
quite generally recognized that in grow- 
ing tbe frame of hogs much protein 
was needed, but most people have as- 
sumed that when once the frame had 
reached a remarkable size a whole corn 
ration could be fed to advantage. Ex- 
periments made at the Iowa station 
apparently show tbe opposite. — Farm 
and Home.

mals, and especially for pigs, was giv- 
en most attention ia the days previous 
to investigations by experiment sta- 
tions, says American Cultivator. Cook- 
ing feed is no longer regarded as an 
economical practice for fattening ani- 
mals.

Every delegate to the National Re- 


publican Convention received a circu- 
lar letter from the National Woman 
buflrage Association asking them to 
place iu their platform a plank favor- 
ing tbe submission of au amendment 
to the Federal Constitution forbiddiug 
disfraucuiseuieut ou account of sex. 


In this letter they called attention to 


the fact that while the United Stales 
gave the watchword of democracy to 
the world, other nations are applying 
our principles more rapidly thau our 
own. The letter says: 


'•Women possess'the right to vote in 
all elections, except for members of 
Parlament, iu England, Scotland, Ire- 
laud, Wales, Norway aud Sweden. 
They possess limited suflrage with pro- 
perty qualitlcations iu nearly every 
other couutry in Europe. Siuce the 
last presidential election iu the United 
States, Australia, by act of parlirneut, 
has out-Americanized America by ex- 
teudiug the Federal suffrage in tbe 
common wealth to 850,000 women. 


"The idea of a republic is the idea of 


peopleVoveruiug themselves aud that 
idea includes another, that of people 
possessing a sufficient amount of intelli- 
geuee aud virtue to be capable of self- 
government. 
Yet our couutry wit- 


nesses the inconsistency of 2 3->ti 000 
men, or 11 per cent, of the total utiui- 
ber of rneu, eligible to vote, who are 
totally illiterate while millions of edu- 
cated aud intelligent women are dis- 
franchised. There is no man so idle, so 
corrupt, or so vicious that he is not I 
permitted to vote, yet there is no wo- 
man except iu Wyoming, Colorado, 
Ltah 
and 
Idaho, 
so intelligent 


so industrious, so moral and law 
abiding that she 
is not compelled 


to oney the law with nu political right 
to assent, or object." 


A delegation of ladies from the Na- 


tional Woman Suffrage Association ap- 
peared before the platform committee 
aud were courteously listened to as they 
might have listened to auy feeble mind- 
ed person « horn they felt must be en- 
dured, but whose opinion they had no 
thought of considering. 


Afur listening to the pleas for jnsllcc 


from these women, which they as usual 
ignored, the committee turned their ai 
teutlou to righting tbe intolerable wrong 
of depriving the black man iu the south 
of his right to self government. 
{'And right here we again offer the 
prayer of Rev. Lyinau Beecher who 
said: "Oil! we pray that we may not 
despise our Rulers, but we also pray 
that they may uot act so that we can- 
not help it."—Eluora Monroe Babcock.
